fire. It is claimed that the power required 
is so flight as to be almost iucousiderable. 
Thus, to carry a machine with 36 square 
inches of friction plates the ordinary size, i 
horse-power only is required, while a ma- 
chine with 225 square, inches of frictiou 
surface will require at' most but 4 horse- 
power, and will heat a room fiOxaoe. or 
126,000 cubic feet. 
A machine has already 


been in practical operation for some months, 
and, it is said, has demonstrated that with 
36 inches 
of 
frictiou 
surface 
a 
room 


of 10.000 cubic feet can bo heated more 
uniformly and quicker than .by the use of 
coal^woodor steam, nud ab.Lolutely with, 
out expense sai-o the wear of tho friction 
plates, nnd the pittance for extra coal under 
tho boiler. 
The inventor is Prof. Webster 


Wells, late of tho Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and a company h:is sl.-Esdy 
bsen formed,in Boston for introducing the 
system. It remains to bo seen what prao 
lienl liifiicultie?. if any, nmv be developed. 
The main question would s'eem lo be Ihnt 
of Ihe power required to produce a sufficient 
amount of heat.—[Hotel A!nil.
